Tungsten Deposit 


Discovered Near 


Palm Springs 


A valuable deposit of tung­ 
sten bearing ore has been dis­ 
covered in M agnesia canyon, 11 
miles east of Faim Springs and 
three miles south of th e Palm 
Springs-Indio road. The discov­ 
ery was m ade by Mr. and Mrs. 
M ilton K napp of Palm Springs, j 
who estim ate there are 225.000 
tons of the ore in the canyon, 
w hich will ru n from 1 V% to 2 Vi 
percent 
of 
tungsten 
concen­ 
trates. 


Tungsten is urgently needed in 
the defense program for it is 
used in the m anufacture of some 
grades of steel as w ell as for 
electric light filam ents. The con­ 
centrates have a value of from 
$30 to $50 per ton. 


Mr. and Mrs. K napp w ere ex­ 
perim enting w ith a new type of 
ultra-violet detecting lam p w hen 
they m ade th eir discovery. 
The 
lamp m ust be used at night. 
It 
em its rays w hich cause tungsten 
to glow w ith a characteristic yel­ 
low color. They had experim ent­ 
ed w ithout success in places from 
200 to 300 m iles distant, and w ere 
exam ining one canyon after an ­ 
other in the vicinity of 
Palm 
Springs w hen they m ade their 
discovery. There are three veins 
from six to 20 feet thick and 50 
feet ap art and form an outcrop­ 
ping nearly 500 feet long in one 
place.

Raises Pheasants, 


Quail and Doves 


At Whitewater 


Leo Bobcrick, W hitew ater post­ 
m aster, and proprietor of Bridge- 
haven Super Service Station and 
Cafe, has started a sm all game 
farm at his home at W hitew ater. 


Among the wild game birds he 
is raising are Chinese ringneck 
and Mongolian 
ringneck 
phea­ 
sants, valley and m ountain quail, 
Arizona blue scaled quail, chuker 
partridge (native of India), and 
M exican ringneck doves. 


He has discovered that 
cock 
quail are perfectly w illing 
to 
adopt incubator hatched quail and 
take care of them better than any 
m other quail would. 
It seems 
cock quail don’t like to be alone, 
so Mr. Boberick took advantage 
of this situation. About the tim e 
the quail eggs w ere due to hatch, 
he confined two cock quail, each 
in a sm all box, and kept them 
there a day or so. Then he put 
16 new ly-hatched quail in each 
box, and in each case daddy quail 
im m ediately adopted the birds. It 
is interesting to see the little 
father spread him self out as far 
as possible at night in ord er to 
cover his 16 little adopted chil­ 
dren. 
Mr. Boberick has also come to 
the conclusion 
that 
Mongolian 
ringneck pheasants do b etter in 
this area than the Chinese ring- 
necks, because they are larger, 
quieter and more peaceful, and 
are better foragers. Therefore he 
will dispose of his Chinese ring- 
necks n ex t year and confine his 
pheasant grow ing to the Mongo­ 
lian birds exclusively. 


Recently he has seen a num ber 
of wild quail in the vicinity of his 
quail pens and he believes the 
birds in captivity attract th e wild 
birds. The fem ale quail lays an 
egg every day throughout 
the 
spring and sum m er m onths, so 
long as the eggs are taken from 
her nest. However, if the eggs are 
left in the nest, she w ill lay only 
as m any as she can cover, and 
then hatches them.

THE TARANTULA 


During m edieval times, right 
on the heels of th at great world 
disaster, the Black D eath, a hys­ 
terical disease sw ept through the 
populace. 
It was called Taran- 
tism and was characterized by 
an inordinate desire to dance 
until com plete exhaustion. 
The 
cause of this contrition w as sup­ 
posed to be the bite of a large 
spider, the tarantula. 
So firmly 
w as this superstition instilled in 
the minds of the Europeans, that 
it was brought across the A tlantic 
during the days of colonization 
and is now as deeply rooted here. 
M any very well inform ed people 
still regard the taran tu la spider 
as being very venomous. 
This 
is unfortunate, for the tarantula 
of the U nited States is not at all 
poisonous to hum ans. 
The only 
really poisonous spider in A m er­ 
ica so far as is know n is the no­ 
torious black widow, whose bite 
has been know n to be fatal. 
The common nam e tarantula is 
a bad one for it is also the gen­ 
eric nam e of a group of spider­ 
like creatures, the tailless whip— 
scorpions, but these are so rare 
and little-know n th a t not much 
confusion will ordinarily 
arise 
in the identical nam es. 
Spiders, 
together w ith the scorpions, har­ 
vestm en, mites, and vinegaroons, 
belong to the class A rachnida, 
but they usually differ from these 
other m em bers by having an un­ 
segm ented abdomen. Spiders are 
grouped in the order A raneida, of 
which the tarantulas, the most 
generalized of all spiders, form 
the fam ily Aviculariidae. 
Also 
included in this fam ily are the 
noted 
trap-door 
spiders. 
The 
common A m erican genus of the 
tarantula or bird-spider, as it is 
often 
term ed, 
is 
“Eurypelm a,” 
which is G reek for “wide-footed.” 
O ther genera occur throughout 
th e world. 
M ainly N octurnal 


The tarantula is usually noc­ 
turnal in habits, as are so many 
of the desert dw ellers, and may 
be especially noted in late eve­ 
ning. A round habitations he fre­ 
quents dark corners and holes, 
as 
in 
cellars, venturing 
forth 
after the sun has gone. 
In diet 
he is entirely carnivorous, feed­ 
ing upon beetles, grasshoppers, 


crickets, and other large insects ( but four in the 
tarantula w hile 
. ..._ ______ 
je r is six. 
The 
U nlike m ost other carnivorous ¡ spinnerets are greatly modified 
animals, however, the tarantula I abdom inal legs, which have en- 
does not eat his prey but merely 
sucks out all its juices and leaves 
the em pty skeleton behind. 
An­ 
other popular but unfounded be­ 
lief is th at this spider is capable 
of leaping great distances. 


Being adapted for rapid run- 


tirely 
disappeared 
now except 
for these highly specialized spin­ 
ning organs. 
The tarantula, as in all spiders, 
grows by shedding or moulting 
his entire outer 
skin, and 
by 
grow ing in size before the new 
ning, the 
tarantula has ab an d -; skin is developed.

H ave Eight Legs 
Unlike insects, which possess 
b u t three pairs of w alking legs, 
spiders have eight legs. 
There 
are two additional pairs of ap­ 
pendages on the head. 
Of these, 
the larger, leg-like pair is called 
pedipalps. 
The 
pedipalps 
are 
often equipped w ith a saw-tooth 
ed comb for lacerating the prey. 
The end portion of the pedipalp 
is term ed the palpus, and in the 
m ale tarantula, as in all spiders, 
this palpus is greatly modified 
for the tranference of the sem inal 
fluid to the fem ale during pair­ 
ing. 
T he second pair of head 
appendages are th e "fangs” or 
jaw s, 
called chelicerae, 
which 
w ork up and dow n vertically. 
These a re modified antennae and 
possess poison glands. 
It is with 
these sabre-like organs th at the 
taran tu la seizes, pierces, poisons, 
and squeezes out th e juices of his 
prey. 
A ll spiders possess poison 
glands w ith w hich to kill their 
prey, b u t as has been pointed 
out, only one spider is now known 
to be sufficiently venomous to 
prove dangerous to man. 


The eyes of th e tarantula are 
eight in num ber and are all of 
th e sim ple type; none of them 
are compounded o r faceted as in 
insects. 
These very sm all eyes 
are arranged in tw o transverse 
row s of four each on the anterior 
p a rt of th e ‘‘head’’ or carapace. 
T heir function in sensing food is 
probably not great. 


Tenent H airs 
The general appearance of a 
taran tu la is one of great hairy- 
ness. This covering of h air serves 
the purpose of protection and lo­ 
comotion. 
The ends of the feet 
a re tipped with so-called tene­ 
n t hairs; these are dilated at the 
extrem ity 
and 
furnished 
w ith 
glands w hich excrete an adhesive 
fluid to aid the spider in cling­ 
ing to sm ooth surfaces. 


On th e under side of a taran ­ 
tu la m ay be seen two pairs of 
sm all openings called spirackes. 
These function in breathing and 
open into complicated structures 
term ed book-lungs. 
Book-lungs 
are sm all sacs of air into which 
project a series of thin horizontal 
leaf-like folds w hich are attached 
to the upper p a rt and sides of 
each sac like letter-files. 
These 
leaves a re kept a p a rt so that a ir 
can circulate freely betw een them 
and the exchange of oxygen then 
takes place through the th in walls 
of the leaves. 
T he h eart of the 
taran tu la is a sim ple undivided 
tube. 
The alim entary canal of this 
large spider is also a sim ple tube, 
for since his food is entirely liq­ 
uid, there is no need for elab­ 
orate m asticating 
or digesting 
processes. 
The sucking stom ach 
draw s th e juices into th e straight 
tube w here they are rapidly a b ­ 
sorbed in the m id-intestine.

W hereas in th e typical spider 
th e spinning organs, or spinner­ 
ets, are elaborately developed, 
in the tarantula th ey are greatly 
reduced and only utilized in m ak­ 
ing th e egg-sac.

C hief enemy is the huge taran ­ 
tula “haw k” Pepsis, a large soli­ 
tary wasp w hich provisions her 
larder with paralyzed spiders.

tarantulas

ceedingly dangerous-looking, they 
are definitely not harm ful. 
In 
fact, as so m any maligned crea­ 
tures are, they are actually bene­ 
ficial in destroying obnoxious in­ 
sects. 
So, it is unw ise and a 
sign of poor judgm ent to kill 
tarantulas on sight. 
The old su­ 
perstitions regarding these larg 
est o f all A m erican spiders should 
be forgotten and instead they 
should be protected.

On September 1, the war entered its third year. 
In the two years that have passed since Ilitlei sent 
his legions into Poland, a long list of nations hate 
been subjected to the ruthless Nazi rule. One of the 
citadels of democracy, France, has suffered igno­ 
minious military defeat, and has become a total 
state patterned on Hitler’s Reich. Some 7,000,000 
soldiers have been killed, wounded or imprisoned, 
and an unknown total of civilians have died in the 
rubble of falling buildings, and before the firing 
squads of the Gestapo and the S. S. troops. 


It is difficult, the war still being in an indecisive 
phase, to accurately sum up what has taken place 
during this astonishing conflict—a conflict which 
may well, as Hitler has said, decide the histoiy of 
the world for the next thousand years. 
But one 
thing seems undeniably true, and that is the forces 
which oppose Hitler have become tremendously 
stronger in the last year. After the evacuation of 
Dunkirk, it took an almost miraculous degree of 
optimism to give England a chance for victoiy. The 
best that most authorities hoped for was a nego­ 
tiated peace, which would let some semblance of 
parliamentary government continue to live in paits 
of the Old World. 
Today Britain has at least an 
even chance of full and conclusive victory—and 
some experts think that her chance is better than 
that. 


The United States is playing a great part in 
this. 
We are slowly becoming, in the President’s 
phrase, “the arsenal of democracy.” 
Britain and 
her Allies need munitions, and more munitions— 
aircraft and still more aircraft. 
Today Britain is 
carrying the war to the Continent—and she is 
carrying it there partly with American bombers 
which can fly at 30,000 feet, above the range of 
anti-aircraft fire, and above the efficient fighting 
level for pursuit planes. 


British spokesmen have been saying lately, 
however, that we are not doing enough. 
Amer­ 
ican help, they observe, is as yet only a stream 
not a surging river. And there can be no question 
but what the arms program has been held back by 
unnecessary delay, labor trouble, indecision, red 
tape, buck-passing. The lack of a single executive 
head for the multitudinous overlapping defense 
boards and commissions is still an extremely se­ 
rious deficiency. Even so, production is coming up, 
especially in the aircraft field. 
Some believe that the coming year will decide 
this war. Hitler is not only fighting a war on two 
fronts—something he always said he would avoid 
at all costs—he must face a third front, too. The 
third front is the growing underground anti-Nazi 
movement in the occupied countries. Reports filter 
out from Europe of sabotage, the assassination of 
Nazi troops and police, the slow-down of work in 
factories in occupied lands w'hich have been forced 
to produce for Germany. Lately, the German au­ 
thorities in the occupied areas have put into effect 
extremely stringent new rules d e s i g n e d to prevent 
anti-German activity of all kinds. But the under­ 
ground movement continues and grows. It is said 
to be especially effective in France. 
Frenchmen 
who have escaped from Europe almost unanimous­ 
ly report that the overwhelming majority of French 
people pray for Allied victory— and wait in grim 
silence for the day wdien they may be able to settle 
their long account with what they regard as the 
traitors at Vichy. 


On liie Russian front, Hitler has been forced 
into precisely the kind of campaign he swore to 
avoid— a long campaign which must go through a 
Russian winter. The victories he has gained against 
the Soviet are relatively slight—there is little ques­ 
tion but what he expected total victory in a mattei 
of a few weeks, when he began. 
The Russians, 
solders and civilians alike, are fighting with that 
dogged fanaticism which has always been the mark 
of the Slav. And the German soldiers are dying like 
flies on Russian soil. 
So, there is reason for hope as the third year of 
war begins. The Allies may not 
yet 
have 
the 
strength of the Nazis—but Allied power grows, and 
many are certain that Germa'n power, for all the 
areas it has conquered, all the resources it has 
gained, is dwindling. This may be the decisive win­ 
ter in which one of the great pages of world his­ 
tory is written. 


“During the first full year of rearmament, less 
than half of Hie $12,710,000,000 of Federal expen­ 
ditures went for defense. We spent more on rou­ 
tine, domestic affairs than on getting ready to 
fight.”— Los Angeles Times.

(Continued from First Page) 
tion regarding recent develop­ 
ments in their particular line of 
work was given by speakers and 
in demonstrations, principal stress 
was placed on those questions of 
greatest national moment, the re­ 
sponsibilities and duties in na­ 
tional defense, Chief Leonesio re­ 
ported. 
Tells England's Story- 
One of the most interesting ad­ 
dresses was by Constable Herbert 
Scott 
of Eastbourne, 
England, 
just outside London. 
For the assembled firemen he 
painted a vividly graphic picture 
of w ar in England and the parts 
played by firemen, civilians and 
others as well as the 
military 
forces. 
So intensely interesting 
was his talk that each fire chief 
attending was given a copy of his 
speech. Several excerpts follow: 
“There are two great battles 
being fought in Britain today, and 
the greatest battle that we have j 
to fight is the battle of flames. | 
It is the battle fought by the fire­ 
man. I am going to show you to­ 
night a picture of the Fire of 
London, actually taken and you 
will see there something of what 
they took on the big raid of De­ 
cember 30, 1940. I would like to 
describe to you a raid I was on 
duty on in London on April 16, 
last—the last big raid we had. If 
you men can picture standing in 
front of the Town Hall 
and 
Square of your own town, the sky 
all around you a ghastly light as 
from the Inferno's flames: the tall 
spires of churches looking like j 
great shadows, passed by fiery 
sparks: the building all around 
you floodlighted from the white 
flare of parachute flares; the ex­ 
ploding 
flashes 
of 
incendiary 
bombs making a noise like giant 
firecrackers. Overhead the puls­ 
ing drone of bomber planes as 
they came over hour after hour, 
The crack of our own anti-air­ 
craft guns and the crash of high 
explosive bombs as they were 
showered down from 
the 
sky. 
Through all this, around all this, 
go the firemen, the policemen and 
the wardens, the nurses, the food 
vans—all the great army of Lon­ 
don Civil Defense Workers.” 


Great Destruction 
Constable Scott said that in his 
town, which is on the southeast 
coast, only eight miles across the 
Channel, “as a Spitfire flies, from 
airdromes 
in 
German-occupied 
France," the population in normal 
times is 60,000 people. He said, 
We have had over 5,000 houses 
destroyed and demolished by Ger­ 
man raids.” 
Of great interest was his de­ 
tailing of how his home town is 
divided into “wardens’ posts,” and 
of the duties 
and 
organization 
and duties of each. He told of the 
terrible toll of human life and of 
property. 
In connection with shelters he 
declared, “Our experience is the 
best shelter is in your own home. 
You may think with high explo­ 
sive bombs whole areas would be 
affected, but it has got to take a 
terrible lot for that. You get a 
direct hit, perhaps, and a house 
has been demolished, or a corner 
of a building and the people who 
have happened to be in that par­ 
ticular corner are hit. 
We don’t fool in Britain that 
there is a miracle over us, be­ 
cause as I have told you, casual­ 
ties so far with all the bombing 
we have taken—in Plymouth and 
Liverpool and Birmingham and 
London—the casualties up to the 
end of July were under 40,090 
killed. 
There is one thing that I want 
to say very much, and that is the 
help we are getting from America 
—how it is appreciated.”

State Chamber 


Tells of Autumn 


Color in Highlands 


The California state cham ber 
of commerce has just issued an 
autum n coloring bulletin with 
suggested tours through the sec­ 
tions of the state where the dif­ 
ferent trees are putting on their 
brilliant crimson, scarlet, yellow 
and maroon coloring and the foot­ 
hills and mountains are a riot of 
color. 
"California, strange as it may 
seem, has been regarded for many 
years as a one season state” the 
chamber declares. "At the lower 
elevations this is true, but in the 
higher elevations, the foothills 
and mountains, the four seasons 
are to be found. 
Native Cali­ 
fornians are just beginning to 
realize the attractions of their 
•four seasons' and especially that 
California has an ‘autum n,’ ‘fall’ 
or ‘Indian Summ er,’ that rivals in 
the coloring of trees, the most at­ 
tractive areas of the East.” 
Suggestions for places to view 
; the fall coloring in this area are 
given as follows in the bulletin: 
Along the roadside in Kuffel 
Canyon between Sky Forest and 
Lake Arrowhead, dogwood and 
currant from November 1 to De­ 
cember 1. Black oak in San Ja ­ 
cinto mountain area, particularly 
fine display from Vista Grande to 
Hurkey Creek. Accessible from 
Hemet or San Jacinto on the west 
and Indio or Palm Springs on the 
east by the Pines-to-palms high­ 
way No. 74 and from Banning 
or Beaumont on the north via 
Banning-Idyllwild county road. 
California dogwood in Dark Can­ 
yon, best viewed from a spur of 
the Banning-Idyllwild road 6 
miles north of Idyllwild and 26 
miles south of Banning. Azalea 
about October 1, found in can­ 
yons, Stone Creek, Dark Canyon, 
Fuller Creek, all of which are 
crossed by the Banning-Idyllwild 
road. Also in the Yucaipa Val­ 
ley, along Oak Glen area at the 
east end of Yucaipa valley, box 
elder, oak and maple. This is 
reached by driving north from 
Beaumont. Best viewed between 
November 15 and December 15. 
For a splendid trip to view 
autum n coloring, start from San 
Bernardino, to Cajon Pass, turn­ 
ing off on highway 138 through 
Wrightwood, Big Pines Recrea­ 
tional Area, and Valyermo, then 
continue on to Los Angeles via 
Mint Canyon. W hile in Big Pines 
Recreation area, side trips to Blue 
Ridge and Table M ountain pro­ 
vide fine views of the color. This 
trip will be best the early part 
of October. 
Around Hemet and San Jacinto 
and from San Jacinto along high­ 
way 83 for several miles and 
through the center of the valley 
and in the uplands, oak, aspen 
and maple. October for best color. 
All through the valley and high 
on the mesa, outside Beaumont, 
peach trees, cherry trees, plum 
trees. In the canyon, chaparral 
during October. Outside of Elsi­ 
nore, apricot, peach trees and 
grape. October and November. 
In Tahquitz Canyon, 2 miles from 
Palm Springs, cottonwood, wild 
grape, and chaparral. In Andreas, 
Murray, and C athedral Canyon, 
cottonwood and wild grape the 
latter part of October. 
California black oak, big leaf 
maple, w ild cherry and poison 
oak on Palom ar m ountain along 
the highway to Observatory from 
Rincon and Lake Henshaw; along 
the San Luis Rey River west of 
Lake Henshaw: along highway 
from Julian to Cuyam aca Lake 
and Pine Hills, and on the Mt. 
LaRuna Recreation area. Chinese 
pistachio trees at Oak Grove Ran- 
gcr Station in Cleveland National 
Forest. Best color through Oc­ 
tober and November. 


More Than 2,000,000 Big Game Animals 
Thrive in America’s National Forests 


Wild animal life, chiefly in our national forests, has doubled 
game animals as the grizzly bear, top; moose, left; and deer, right 
U. S. Forest Service.

COME years ago, until the Brit- 
^ ish and the Belgians in their 
respective colonies took steps to 
form big game reserves where 
the wild animals indigenous to 
Africa could not be* hunted, 
there was grave danger that 
many fine specimens of beasts 
would be exterminated. 
Seemingly there is no such 
danger in the United State*. 
Game animals have neaily disa­ 
bled in numbers in tne national 
forests every year since 1W8, In 
1924 the big game popu^JV*! in 
the forests was 693,000. T’oday 
it is 2,100,000. Hunt**? is al­ 
lowed at certain seasdfis. This, 
together with the rvAfiral losses 
due to death fropg disease, has 
not materially 
down the 
number of animals which range 
the timbeied ground. In fact, 
they average ,fcr>ut six to the 
square mile vl gatior’.nl forests. 


D IG game animals stack up as 
follows: 1,800,000 deer, 154,- 
0CP elk 63,000 black bears, 20,- 
oS) antelopes, 19,000 mountain 
goats, 9600 bighorn, 7500 moose, 
7500 peccary, 4800 grizzly and 
Alaska brown bears, 790 wild 
boars. The latter are not native. 
Some were imported a few years 
ago by sportsmen and are now 
found in the national forests in 
the Appalachians and in one in 
California. 
About one-third of all the big 
game in the United States is 
found in the national forests. In 
the western states three-fourths 
of the big game make their home 
all the year or part of the time 
in the national forests. 
In addition to the big game, 
these forests are estimated to 
contain about 7.000,000 fur-bear­ 
ing animals, of which 3,000,000 
are rabbits and hares and 2,000,- 
C00 are squirrels. There are 
also 5,500,000 game birds.

DREYING upon all these are

predatory or meat-eating ani­ 
mals. These include the puma, 
commonly called mountain lion, 
and coyotes. 
There are 677 game refuges in 
the national forests. They con­ 
stitute 33,525,768 acres out of the 
net total of 175,584,048. 
At certain times last year, 
714,000 big game hunters, 302,­ 
000 small game hunters and 12,­ 
000 trappers were allowed to 
hunt in tne free ranges of the 
national forests. This is done 
in order to keep the numbers of 
game in line with the feeding 
capacity of the ranges. The sur­ 
vivors are healthier and better 
animals. Over-population would 
not only cause deterioration in 
the quality of the animals, but 
would be a danger to the timber 
and also to forage.

Thrown Open 


To Miners 


An advocate of throwing the 
Joshua National M onument open 
for more m ining development, 
Bill Keyes, colorful desert char­ 
acter, whose hom e is located in 
the center of the monument, 
believes it would be to the ad­ 
vantage of everyone concerned— 
miners, sightseers and the gov­ 
ernment, to allow more mining 
within the boundaries of the 
monument. 
Not only are gold, silver, lead 
and copper mined w ithin 
the 
park, but since the area was des­ 
ignated as a national monument 
in 1936 and developm ent of new 
mining claims prohibited, a val­ 
uable deposit of tungsten and one 
of vanadium have been located. 
These are very valuable to the 
government in the defense pro­ 
gram. 
Sightseers alm ost invariably 
ask about the mines, Mr. Keyes 
says, and he thinks from this 
standpoint they are an asset to 
the monument. 
As far as the m iners are con­ 
cerned, Mr. Keyes states that the 
money they are earning is keep­ 
ing them off relief. Some of the 
ore is low grade but since the 
roads have been built through 
the monument, it can and is being 
mined profitably at the present 
time. 
There are hundreds of claims 
within the boundaries of the 
monument, Mr. Keyes declared. 
Among the biggest are the Sup­ 
ply mine, which is down 1100 feet, 
and the Alvarado and Lost Horse 
mines, which have been sunk to 
the 500 foot level. Mr. Keyes has 
about 10 claims and owns the 
Desert Queen mine, which has 
produced two and one-half m il­ 
lions worth of gold. This year Mr. 
Keyes took gold assaying $100 per 
ton out of the mine.

Speed Limits, 


Chief Cato Warns 


Motorists can step a little hard­ 
er on the gas now that the new 
55-mile-an-hour state speed law 
has gone into effect—but before 
doing so they’d better heed the 
warning given today by Chief E. 
Raymond Cato of the California 
Highway Patrol. 
“Fifty-five miles an hour 
is 
only an indicated speed limit,” 
Cato told Robert Elmore, Sacra­ 
mento district m anager for th e 
Gilmore Oil Company, who called 
on him to learn the attitude of 
the California Highway Patrol in 
regard to the new law. “Some­ 
times speeds slightly in excess of 
this 
lim it may be considered 
safe,” Cato explained, “while un­ 
der other conditions any speed 
approxim ating 55 miles an hour 
would constitute reckless driv­ 
ing." 
“Our departm ent would inter­ 
pret this Prim a Facie law in the 
spirit in which the legislature of 
the state of California passed it,” 
Cato told Elmore. “California m o­ 
torists should not think the ‘lid 
is off on speed. This is not the 
intent. The legislature merely 
w ants to give the m otoring pub­ 
lic maxim um speeds compatible 
w ith safety for others at all 
times.” 
Cato pointed out to Elmore that 
his company, the Gilm ore Oil 
Company—together w ith other 
leading oil companies— is render­ 
ing invaluable aid in reducing the 
accident rate by calling motorists’ 
attention to such things as burn­ 
ed out headlights and tail lamps, 
and worn tires. 
The slow moving vehicle, he in­ 
dicated, still presents a traffic 
problem. However, Cato express­ 
ed satisfaction with the splendid 
cooperation given him by G il­ 
more tank truck drivers and driv­ 
ers for other oil companies, in 
following the suggestions of his 
patrolm en in regard to handling 
their trucks in such a m anner as 
to prevent them from being road 
hazards. 
The Highway Patrol chief an­ 
nounced plans for sim ultaneous 
meetings of all Highway D rivers’ 
Councils throughout California, 
where his patrolmen w ill discuss 
w ith the drivers additional m eth­ 
ods of promoting traffic safety. 
“The Highway Patrol exists to 
protect motorists, not to annoy 
them ,” Chief Cato declared, “and 
if drivers will use common sense 
behind the wheel, they may en­ 
joy maxim um speed w ithout fear 
of being stopped by our men. U n­ 
der normal conditions 55 miles an 
hour is about as fast as the aver­ 
age m otorists would ever w ant 
to go. However, it is close to the 
maximum for safety under all 
conditions, and very little toler­ 
ance will be shown for those who 
insist on flagrantly exceeding this 
lim it.” 
Cato said 
road 
conditions, 
weather, visibility and other fac­ 
tors are im portant in determ ining 
a safe maxim um speed. Cutting 
in and out of traffic, passing w ith­ 
out adequate visibility, failure to 
give way to other vehicles, are 
others. In addition, the m echan­ 
ical condition of the car, tires, 
brakes, etc., will figure in deter­ 
mining w hat speed is safe.

C ooperation of local residents 
in eradicating 
plant 
pests and 
preventing 
th e ir 
invasions was 
asked this w eek by R. M. Howie, 
county 
agriculture 
inspector in 
charge of the San G orgonio Pass 
district, w hich 
em braces 
Palm 
Springs. 
Howie 
has 
been 
in 
Palm 
Springs the last three w eeks and 
w ill be here a w eek longer doing 
some intensive w ork in behalf of 
his departm ent, and more direct­ 
ly, for the benefit of Palm Springs 
people who value their shrubs 
and trees. 
W orking w ith him is 
T. Plum b, county agricultural in­ 
spector w orking out of Riverside. 
Red-scalo, an insect parasite, is 
the w orst enem y locally and par­ 
ticular attention is being paid it 
because it is a serious th reat to 
the citrus industry of this valley 
as w ell as entire R iverside coun­ 
ty. 
B ut there are 
other insect 
pests, too, w hich the county men 
are utilizing every effort to com­ 
bat. 
Asks Buyers to Report 
W hat Howie and Plum b p ar­ 
ticularly request is that all local 
residents cooperate by reporting 
every plant they buy outside of 
town and bring in for planting 
here. 
As Howie pointed out, fre­ 
quently when 
these plants are 
bought in Los Angeles or else­ 
w here they bear pests which are 
not considered of any im portance 
there but can be of real harm 
here. 
For this reason it is es­ 
pecially necessary that the coun­ 
ty men check on them . 
Should such report not be made 
and the plants or trees not be in­ 
spected as requested and should 
the plants a year from now be 
found infested w ith red-scale or 
other pest, the shrub would have 
to be destroyed and the ow ner 
thus lose the plant and the y ear’s 
grow th as well.
